HISTORICAL NOTES ON BOOKBIND- 
ING.* 


HAVING described the ‘‘ preparing,” the ‘‘ for- 
warding” and the ‘‘covering”’ of the vol- 
ume, the book may be declared bound, and it 
is now ready for the decorator, into whose do- 
main we shall not venture to intrude. His 
office, especially in recent times, has unfairly 
been magnified at the expense of the ‘‘ for- 
warder,” or bookbinder proper. The decora- 
tors of ancient binding were goldsmiths, enam- 
ellers, etc., and the finishers of modern times 
are really book decorators in this sense, not 
bookbinders. 

The art of bookbinding (at least inits present 
character) may be said to begin with the ninth 
century. Under the enlightened patronage of 
Charles the: Great, books multiplied, and the 
more valuable were bound in wooden boards 
covered with ornamented plates of gilt or sil- 
vered metal, set with gems and ivory carvings. 
This method of decorating books was far older 
than his time, and had long been in use in the 
Byzantine empire, though there are few speci- 
mens existing earlier than the ninth century. 
It is, perhaps, impossible to find homogeneity in 
bindings of this character, for, although the 
first overlaying of the metal-work may have 
been contemporaneous with the book, the acces- 
sory ornaments were usually relics of an older 
date; frequently portions of the covering 
were removed or altered to substitute fresh

plaques. with enamel or other more highly 
prized.embellishments. But in the ninth cen- 
tury, simple leather coverings began to be 
largely employed for ordinary books, although 
the plainer bindings of that and the three suc- 
ceeding centuries have not survived. It is only 
the thirteenth century that yields us some speci- 
mens of binding in stamped leather fastened 
over the wooden boards in which the books

style of bookbinding, although some fine ex- 
amples were produced in France and Italy 
towards the end of the fifteenth century, the 
South Germans enjoyed a decided prominence, 
and it lingered among them till the end of the 
sixteenth century. With the beginning of that 
century the French began to discard the use of 
wooden boards, as the Italians had already done 
a generation earlier, and the present kind of 
paper-boarding or pasteboard came into near- 
ly general use. Morocco leather began to be 
substituted for the old sheepskin, deerskin and 
hogskin coverings, and the impressed ornament 
was brightened with a little gold or silver. 
Princes and Popes of the Medici family, sur- 
rounded as they were by learning, art and re- 
fined luxury, stimulated the nascent taste for 
fine bindings, and Rome and Florence produced 
magnificent work, enriched by painters and 
goldsmiths, for their gratification. But this 
only refers to exceptional volumes; the regular 
craft of bookbinding was chiefly practised as an 
industrial art at Venice, where Aldus Pius Man- 
utius employed artisans of every nationality in 
the binding-shopattached to his printing-house.

sult was the produc- 
tion of good books 
in fine bindings, 
completely in the ALDINE TOOLS, HOLLOW. 
modern sense of the phrase. The sides of the 
volumes were no longer studded with gems or 
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embossed with plates or precious carved metal; 
it was not the jeweller or the cunning artist in 
gold and silver to whom the book was indebted 
for its external beauty, but to the bookbinder, 
or perhaps, more properly speaking, to the 
artist in leather. 

The names of most of the artisans and artists 
are now unknown, while those of their patrons 
shine with greater lustre than ever. Among 
the latter may be mentioned ‘‘ Jean Grolier 
de Servier, Vicomte d’Aguisy,” who was born 
in Lyons, 1476, and died in Paris, 1565. The 
Groliers, however, were originally from Ve- 
rona. Jean Grolier was for a time treasurer to 
the Duke of Milan, and was sent by Francis I. as 
ambassador to Pope Clement vil. He wasa pas- 
sionate book collector, and during his residence 
in Italy became a patron of Aldus and others. 
Some of the books from the Aldine Press were 
brought out wholly, and many partly, at his 
expense. It is thought that he himself designed 
the graceful decorations 
that ornament his covers. 
More probably he was ma- 
terially assisted by Geof- 
froy Tory, the most skil- 
ful designer of his day, 
and Estienne de Laulne, 
the celebrated goldsmith 
and engraver. 
characteristics of Grolier’s 
books were the interlacing 
bands and graceful ara- 
besques in gold tooling. 

The origin of the art of 
gold tooling is very ob-

In these designs 
solid tooling (solid ornamentation in gold) was 
supplanted by the hollow (ornamentation out- 
lined in gold) and azured tooling (ornamentation 


outlined in gold and crossed by horizontal lines | 


in the manner of indicating azure in heraldry). 
It should not be forgotten that Grolier was not a 
bookbinder; he was an amateur, and being 
endowed with consummate taste and immense 
wealth, he rode his hobby well. At different 
periods of his life Grolier placed differ- 
ent mottoes upon his books. The most usual 
and best-known inscription bore the generous

words: ‘‘ Io Grolieriiet Amicorum,”’ or else ‘‘Mei 
Grolierii Lugdunens. et Amicorum,” imitated 
perhaps from his friend Maioli. Sometimes 
this motto is found tooled on the bindings ; 
sometimes it is written with his own hand on 
one of the pages. Grolier is credited with two 
innovations : the first, that of lettering the title 
upon the back of his books and placing them 
upon the shelves back foremost, according to 
the present fashion, instead of edges foremost 
according to the old plan; the second, the use 


of morocco for binding. 

Other celebrated French patrons of the biblio- 
pegic artin this century were Henry u., Francis 
11., Diana of Poitiers, Catherine de Medici 
Mary Stuart, Marguerite (who married Henry 
Iv.) and Thommaso Maioli, whose designs, many 
art students claim, show greater artistic merit 
than the Grolier. The principal features of 
a Maioli design are a perfect curve in scroll- 
work where it is used, a framework of flow- 
ing curved lines more than of figures of 
geometrical shape, ornaments of moresque 
character, mostly in outline, sometimes azured, 
and an enrichment of part of the field with a 
studding of gold dots. The distinguishing 
features of the art in France during the 16th 
century were the semé or powder, (ornamenta- 
tion in which the device or devices are regu- 
larly repeated at intervals,) and the elaborate 
central figure surrounded by rolling arabesques. 
Towards the last of the century a new style crept - 
in, consisting of a framework of small com- 
partments formed by double filleted bands. 
The golden time of ornamental art in book- 
binding was the half-century between 1525 and 
1575. For the first twenty years of that period 
the Italians had the best of it; during the other 


| thirty the French took the lead, which they 


have never lost, notwithstanding the decided 
deterioration in style which followed the perse- 
cution of the Huguenots. It would seem as 
though the great artists who worked for Henry 
11., Diane, Catherine, Mary Stuart, and Charles 
Ix. were Huguenots from the south of France. 
Lyons was a nursing-place for book-men, heret- 
ic artists, and connected in various ways with 
men of great mark, such, for instance, as Al- 
dus, Grolier, Dolet, Servetus, Holbein, Cousin 
and Petit Barnard. The reputation of Ven- 
ice as the home of the bookbinding industry 
came to be divided with Lyons from about the 
time when Grolier returned to France, and the 
Venetian and Lyonnese bindings, even of the 
most ordinary kind, produced between 1530 and 
1600, are nearly always good and tasteful. The 
ornament was produced by impressions in gold 
from engraved plates—an excellent process, but 
not, of course, to be compared with the fine 
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hand-work that appears on the books of the 
great collectors. This style of binding was 
naturalized in England about 1560, after a 
little indulgence in Grolieresque models, which 
had succeeded, about 1545, to the coarse wood- 
en boards and stamped leather work famil- 
iar everywhere. The last and best develop- 
ment of that English Grolieresque work appears 
in the books bound about 1560 for Thomas 
Wotton (the father of the famous Sir Henry), 
and prevailed till the time of Charles 1. The 
principal English binders of this period were 
John Reynes, whose work was considered ex- 
cellent enough to compare with that of his 
Italian and French competitors; Michael 
Lobley, William Hill, John Toye, Cundall, for 
some of whom Holbein is said to have de- 
signed patterns, and whose patrons were Henry 
vill., Edward vi., Mary 1., Elizabeth, and 
Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester.

THE announcement just made by Mr. George 
H. Davis, of Detroit, Mich., that he has been 
obliged to discontinue the publication of the /n- 
dex Medicus, is a fact that must be regretted by 
specialists and reference libraries all over the 
world. Intended to supplement the material 
designed for the ‘‘Index Catalogue of the 
Library of the Surgeon-General’s office U. S. 
A.,” the publication of the /nmdex Medicus was 
commenced by Mr. F. Leypoldtin January, 1879. 
From the start it was a losing enterprise, not- 
withstanding the fact that some of the most 
prominent physicians of this country made he- 
roic sacrifices to maintain it and to encourage its 
ever-sanguine publisher. On the death of Mr. 
Leypoldt, Mr. Davis offered to continue the pub- 
lication ; but even with his wider connections with 
the medical profession, and with facilities for 
reaching possible subscribers that were not at 
the command of the founder of the /udex Med- 
icus, Mr. Davis has been obliged to carry it, 
since 1885, at an annual loss of from $500 
to $1000—a sacrifice that was bound in time to 
wear out the most enthusiastic devotee of an 
art or profession. And so, the best biblio- 
graphical journal of its kind in the world must 
give up its existence because in a constituency 
that must number upwards of a million, not 
enough individuals could be found who were 
public-spirited enough to contribute to the ac- 
tual cost of printing and publishing—the editors 
having offered their services free, or at a nom- 
inal price, and the publisher having been satis- 
fied with the honor of being connected with so 
valuable an aid to his profession. Verily, the 
way of the bibliographer is not a path of 
roses. 


REMINISCENCES OF A NEW ENGLAND 
BOOKSELLER. 


THE presence on my desk of the first volume 
of the first edition of The Massachusetts State 
Law Reports recalls some reminiscences which 
may perhaps be of interest to some of the young, 
as well as to the older, members of the book 
trade. This first volume of the reports (which 
now number 161 volumes, and have for many 
years been issued by Little, Brown & Co.) was 
issued by S. & E. Butlerin 1805, in Northamp- 
ton, Mass., then a town of 2500 inhabitants. In 
that day sucha publication must have involved 
quite half of the property of its publishers, and 
remains an evidence of pluck and enterprising 
spirit. It rather reflects on Boston that country 
booksellers should have got ahead of the capital 
city in making the permanent record of laws 
passed in Massachusetts. 

Simeon Butler, senior member of the firm, 
began business in Northampton in 1792. In 
1800 he published Vattel’s ‘‘ Law of Nations,” 
which had been translated into English in 1760, 
but until then had not been printed in the United 
States. This work of the Swiss philosopher and 
jurist, first published in 1758, had had an im- 
mense success, and the discussions aroused by 
its theories, chiefly resting on the works of Leib- 
nitz and Wolf, had led to its being translated 
andcirculatedinmanylands. Mr. Simeon But- 
ler also engaged in paper-making, and was the 
manufacturer of the first American letter-paper 
used in the United States Senate. I well 
remember in those early days taking in rags 
from thrifty housekeepers far and near, sort- 
ing and picking them into large bins in great 
cellars, from which they were taken by the 
Crane Brothers, who drove from Dalton over 
the Berkshire and Hampshire Hills to collect 
them. 

Northampton in those days was quite a pub- 
lishing ‘centre, and many standard books were 
issued within its limits and in its immediate out- 
lying towns. Webster’s Dictionary, for instance, 
began its career in the neighboring town of Am- 
herst, its early editions bearing the names of J. 
S. & C. Adams, worthy predecessors of G. & 
C. Merriam, of Springfield, now world-famous 
for their promulgation and constant perfecting 
of this great dictionary. 

For many years Butler’s Book-Store was the 
gathering place for the wits, celebrated men, 
politicians, theologians and of many senators 
of whose names Northampton is justly proud. 

J. H. Butler, the son of Simeon, was a 
man of rare judgment and true as steel, and 
his relations with his fellow-men and with his 
clerks were such that one of the latter (and 
later for many years his partner) delights to 
pay even this small tribute to his memory. 
For over fifty years the writer has been in this 
old ‘‘ Butler Book-Store” in ‘‘Shop Row” 
near Main Street, a store formerly occupied by 
Simeon Butler, the grandfather and great- 
grandfather of some genial souls, who now in 
New York still carry on the book business in a 
manner worthy of their honored name. We 
who remember the old days, when the ‘‘ But- 
ler Book-Store” was the centre of culture and 
enterprise in Northampton, think regretfully of 
the grand old days when boys were not afraid 
to pick rags, scrub sidewalks, saw wood, fill 
lamps with whale oil, sweep and scrub the store, 
put up and take down the heavy old-fashioned

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


BOLLES vs. OUTING FOR REPRINTING A 
PHOTOGRAPH WITHOUT AUTHORITY. 


CHARLES E, BOoLLes, a Brooklyn, N. Y., 
photographer, sued Outing in the United States 
Circuit Court, held in New York City, for pub- 
lishing his picture of the Vigilant in violation 
of the Copyright law. Damages were laid at 
$50,100, $1 for each copy of the paper circu- 
lated, suit having been commenced before the 
Copyright law had been changed to limit the 
amount of damage for violation of the law. 
The case was tried on the 11th inst. before 
Judge E. Henry Lacombe. The defence was 
that the copyright was not properly protected, 
as the announcement on the photograph that it 
was copyrighted was invisible, except under a 
microscope, and was also not worded in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the statute. 
The plaintiff also could not prove the circula- 
tion of the paper, except through its agents, 
whose evidence was not admissible, as the 
paper was not required to incriminate itself. 
In accordance with the instructions of the Judge, 
who held that ‘the words denoting copyright 
were indistinct, the jury found for the defend- 
ant without leaving the box. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


STEPHEN B. MILLER, bookseller, of Hudson, 
N. Y., died in that city on the 11th inst., aged 
72 years. He was an old-time bookseller, hav- 
ing been a clerk in the store of his brother-in- 
law, P. S. Wynkoop, of Hudson, during his 
youth and early manhood. He succeeded to 
the business early in the sixties. He was a 
man of great refinement, well educated and 
possessed of considerable literary ability. He 
published several books relating to the history 
of Columbia County and the city of Hudson, 
which is one of the oldest cities in the State. 
He was well known through that section of 
the State, and also to the trade in New York 
City, and was a man that stood very high, 
indeed. He was never married. 


Dr. DanieL KirKwoop, late Professor of 
Mathematics in Indiana State University, died 
in Riverside, Cal., on the 11th inst. He was 
born in Bradysburgh, Md., September 27, 
1814. From 1843 until shortly before his death 
he devoted himself to educational pursuits, 


- making mathematics and astronomy his special 


studies. Among his works are: ‘‘ Analogy 
Between the Periods of Rotation of the Pri- 
mary Planets” ; ‘‘ Theory of Jupiter’s Influence 
in the Formation of Gaps inthe Zones of Minor 
Planets” ; ‘ Physical Explanation of the In- 
tervals in Saturn’s Rings” ; ‘‘ Meteoric Astron- 
omy”; ‘‘Comets and Meteors,” and ‘‘ The 


Asteroids or Minor Planets Between Mars and 
Jupiter.” 


Lewis VAN ANTWERP, the senior member of 
the school-book publishing firm of Van Ant- 
werp, Bragg & Co., of Cincinnati, O., died in 


Cincinnati on the 30th ult. Mr. Van Antwerp 
was born in New York, and came from old 
Dutch stock. While he was yet very young 
his parents moved to Augusta, Ky., and from 
that place early in his business life he made his 
way to Cincinnati, where in 1851, when twenty- 
one years of age, he entered the employ of 
Winthrop B. Smith & Co., school-book pub- 
lishers, then located at 58 Main Street in that 
city. He was industrious and intelligent, and 
made decided progress inthe business. In 1862 
the firm was succeeded by that of Sargent, 
Wilson & Hinkle, and Mr. Van Antwerp re- 
mained with the new house. Six years later 
Mr. Sargent retired and the firm became Wil- 
son, Hinkle &-Co., Mr. Van Antwerp being the 
junior member. His interest was small and he 
remained the junior partner until 1877, when 
Messrs. Wilson and Hinkle retired, and Mr. 
Van Antwerp Organized the new firm of Van 
Antwerp, Bragg & Co., now a part of the 
American Book Company. Physical infirmities 
compelled Mr. Van Antwerp to relinquish the 
cares of business, and on January I, 1890, he 
withdrew from the firm. He went abroad for 
his health, and while on the trip had a stroke 
of paralysis. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Du MAUuRIER has finished a new novel which 
is said to be virtually a sequel to ‘‘ Trilby.’ 
The scenes are laid in Antwerp, Paris, and 
London, 


ALBERT D. VANDAM the clever author of ‘‘An 
Englishman in Paris,” etc., has ready another 
volume of reminiscences entitled ‘‘ French Men 
and Manners.”

NATHAN HASKELL DoLe has just finished a 
new novel which he entitles ‘‘On the Point.” 
The interest of the. story, which gives a picture 
of New England life, hangs on the playful ° 
touch of satire and agreeable humor with which 
Mr. Dole has already made us acquainted. It 
will be illustrated. 


H. M. ALDEN, the editor of Harper's Monthly, 
and author of ‘‘God in His World,” will bring 
out later in the year a volume to be entitled ‘‘A 
Study of Death,” in which he will aim to ‘‘ rob 
death of its terrors, to enforce its significance 
as a normal mystery of transition about which 
there need hang no glooms of regret or fear.”’ 


PAuL Bourcer, though scarcely forty years 
of age, has been elected a member of the French 
Academy, and so becomes ‘‘an immortal.” 
He is the first representative of that modern 
school of literature of which De Maupassant 
and Zola were, with him, the pioneers, ‘‘to 
force the portals,” as the European edition of 
the Herald says, ‘‘of an assembly in which 
modern literature up to the present time has 
not exactly borne an odor of sanctity.” 


EDWARD W. THomsoN, of the editorial staff 
of the Youth's Companion, leads off Crowell’s 
forthcoming series of Off-hand Stories with a 
volume entitled ‘‘ Old Man Savarin, and others.” 
Mr. Thomson was born in Canada in 1849, of 
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an old American Loyalist family. Before he 
was sixteen he enlisted in a Pennsylvania 
cavalry regiment and served with the army of 
the Potomac during the closing scenes of the 
Civil War. When he returned home he served 
in the field with the Queen’s Own Rifles, be- 
came a civil engineer, and at thirty years of 
age turned to political journalism. In 1891 he 
‘ removed to Boston to accept his present post 
on the Companion. Withan uncommonly varied 
experience of life, Mr. Thomson has for years 
past written many capital stories for Harper's 
Weekly, and other leading journals and mag- 
azines. His powers of humorous description, 
of the sympathetic portrayal of his own people, 
have brought him wide and deserved popular- 
ity. In his forthcoming book he will tell several 
stories of the Civil War, and introduce certain 
quaint and amusing characters still to be found 
in Canadian forests and on Canadian rivers. 
Adventures, too, with more than a dash of the 
marvellous, are to be set forth in the direct, 
convincing style which marks everything Mr. 
Thomson writes.

The Lark, intended by its purveyors as truly 
a ‘‘lark,” a joke, and not a periodical to be 
taken seriously, has proven such a success that 
there is a fair prospect of its being continued 
indefinitely. At any rate, a second number is 
announced to appear at once. It is published 
by a coterie of ‘‘literary fellars” in San 
Francisco, Cal. 

“IMITATION and noend.” First it was Zhe 
Chap-Book, then followed Chips, Moods, Chame- 
leon, The Lark, and now The Philistine has ar- 
rived.

Ten years afterwards, in 1879, 
he first began to participate in the profits of the 
firm, subsequently becoming a managing part- 
ner; July 27, 1891, his name was added to that 
of Ward and Lock. Much of the success of the 
firm during the past fifteen or sixteen years is 
due to Mr. Bowden, whose knowledge of pub- 
lishing in every one of its manifold phases is 
such as few men can claim. He has also an in- 
timate acquaintance with the details of Ameri- 
can publishing, having visited nearly all the 
more noteworthy publishing houses.
